INCREASE OF 734 OVER OFFICIAL REPORT 


Suburbs Have a Population of 604. But These Are Not Included in the 


Census of the City.— Reports Accompanied by Affidavits Will 


Be Sent to Washington. 


The city clerk and tdeasurer have 
completed the work o f tabulating: (lit* 
reports tiled by the volunteer census 
* enumerators*, and announce the popu­ 
lation as shown by these reports to he 
7,039, 
These figures do not include 
the population o f the suburbs which is 
. given as 504, making the total impu­ 
tation o f the city and the immediate 
territory, 7,543. 
Tile census report of the city alone 
shows a gain o f 734 over the official 
report which was given as 6,305. 
The 
population o f the city for UMX) was 
6,445 and according to the census 
. bureau Seymour lost 140 inhabitants 
in ten years. 
The census which was 
taken Monday, however, shows that 
the city has gained 594 during the 
past ten years. 
The 
recount 
also 
confirmed the belief that a large num­ 
ber o f persons had been missed in the 
•government 
census, 
as 
tin* 
figures 
given today show that there are 734 
more people in the city than recorded 
by the official enumerators.

The enumerators began to tile their 
reports early Monday morning and 
the offices of the clerk and treasurer 
were 
the 
scene 
of 
much 
activity 
during the day and evening. 
The 
majority of the reports were on file 
before the offices cloned at 8 o'clock, 
although several of the enumerators 
did not send iii their c a r d s until tin-' 
morning. 
With a exception o f a very 
few all the enumerators who w e r e a s ­ 
signed the various blocks took the' 
‘census as expected. 
A few o f them, 
however, failed to take the census of 
the block which they were given, but * 
a few citizens were oil hand- t h i s 1 
•motruing to assist in any way they 
could and readily agreed to complete 
* 
I 
the work. 
As soon as all the reports were 
filed the clerk and treasurer began 
the counting which 
win 
completed 
this afternoon. 
Before all tile cards 1 
were sent to the offices a number of 
persons interested in the outcome of 
the movement to secure a correct cen ­ 
su s spent several hours Monday (‘veil­ 
ing figuring up the totals of tin* cards 
filed and many estimates were made 
on the total population. 
The report 
shows that there are an average of 


about forty people to each block in the 
city. 


The block having the smallest pop­ 
ulation is in the largest ward, tile first, 
and ha- one house in which are resid­ 
ing three persons. 
The largest block 
was in the smallest ward, the fourth, 
and had a total population o f 103 per­ 
son-^ 
The census o f that block was 
taken by Councilman Peter Taskey. 
The report of the census is satis­ 
factory to the citizens who believe 
that it is as nearly correct as possible. 
It was expected that the city would 
have a reasonable gain over the cen­ 
sus of ten years ago, and when the 
report -bowed that there was a I O S S of 
140 it was generally believed that a 
gross mistake had been made. 
Dur­ 
ing the past ten years there has been 
a general improvement in the business 
condition o f the city and upon every 
hand there are indications that the 
population has increased. 
During tile 
past decade hundreds of new residen­ 
ces have been erected and all o f these 
are occupied. 
It 
is now a difficult 
matter to find suitable residences in 
the city and many persons during the 
past few months have endeavored in 
vain to rent a home. 
The factories 
( are all employing a larger number of 
men than they were ten years ago, 
and several new manufacturing plants 
have opened new factories since 1900. 
The census figures ju st announced 
show that a good gain has been made 
1 since the publication of the city direc­ 
tory by this office in 1907. 
That di­ 
rectory which includes the population 
o f the suburbs, gave a total census of 
7,090. 
As the population of the city 
and the suburbs is now 7,543, a gain 
of 453 i- shown -ince 1907. 
\\ bile it is said that tile census bur­ 
eau will not change the official figures 
unless illegality is shown in taking the 
enumeration, an effort will be made to 
show the census department that a 
gross error was made, and that the 
figures shown 
by 
the 
local report 
should lie substituted in place of those 
given by the department^ 
Pity clerk 
John llauenschild and Pity Treasurer 
( ’. VY. Burkart will prepare a report 
and affidavit that the figures are cor­ 
rect and these will be forwarded to 
( ongres-man Lincoln Dixon at W a sh ­ 
ington. 
It can be shown that a large 
number o f persons were omitted iii 
the official census and that the report 
was incorrect. 
The census o f the 
various blocks were taken so care­ 
fully that the enumerators declare 
that they are willing to make an afft- I 
davit as to their accuracy. 
There 
was absolutely no “ padding” in any of 
the*reports, and each enumerator was 
given instructions to secure the names 
of only the persons who resided in the j 
I city# 
In fact, several names were 
reported at the office a fter the cards 
were filed, but the names were not in­ 
cluded in the list as it was not known 
I fo r a certainty that the persons so 


reported were bona fide resident? 
the city. 
The method which was adopted to 
j obtain the census i- unique yet is re­ 
garded as the best mean- for securing 
1 the correct population. 
Ii was first 
suggested by W. A. ( arter shortly af- 
; ter the official census report was an- 
J flounced. 
Later the city clerk and 
treasurer agreed to direct tilt' census 
prom their offices and to see that ii 
was 
taken 
correctly. 
They 
have 
f o r k e d carefully and untiringly and 
t<» them much credit i- due for the 
success of the movement. 
The citi­ 
zens were also interested in the plan 
| to take a recount and everyone who 
was asked to assist readily consented. 
The erin aerator

for the accuracy and promptness in

delay. 
The citizens are satisfied with the 
it port as given, and while -nine e x ­ 
pected the population would he s e v e r ­

-ared, 
lf the census bureau refuses 
to recognize the report a - announced 
the citizens will have the satisfaction 
o f knowing that a substantial 
was made over ten v e a l s ago.

New York — The results of an inves­ 
tigation of the effects of sm oking on 
students of Columbia university , which 
was made by Dr. George L. Mey lan, 
head 
of 
the 
Columbia 
g y mnasium, 
have been made public in the Popu 
lar Science Monthly . 
They show that on the whole those 
who smoke are not injured seriously , 
if at all. 
Dr. Mey lan “ ex perimented'* 
on something more than 200 students, 
about 53 per cent, of whom smoked. 
Dr. Mey lan points out at the 
be­ 
ginning of his article that his chief 
aim was to determine if smoking ex ­ 
erted any influence y pon the phy sical 
and mental characteristics of colleg e 
students. 
He does not try to present 
the moral or economic 
sid es of th< 
Question. 
Fie ex amined 2 2 3 stu d en ts. 
115 c f whom smoked. 
The ag e at 
which they acquired the habit varie< 
from one at seven y ears to 18 at six 
teen y ears, 30 at seventeen, 1G at nine 
teen and cne at twenty -one. 
The averag e phy sical measurements 
of 145 students form the basis for a 
table of their development over a pe­ 
riod of two y ears, 
Six ty -six students 
who 
smoked 
gained 
about 
eight 
pounds in weight, agailfst a gain of six 
pounds by 77 non smokers. 
The same students made a rut in 
crease of 1.2 centimeters in heig ht for 
the smokers and 1.1 for the non smok 
era.

Plan for C heap Greenhouse. 


We built a g reenhouse for a trifle 
ever $00 complete, ex clusive of labor, 
as it was built during winter, say s a 
writer in the Rural New Yorker. 
We 
used 12 sash (6 on a side) 6 feet 5 
inches by 3 feet 2 inches, lor a roof. 
For sides w’e used unfinished siding, 
having an air space of 4 inches caused 
by the 2x 4 uprig hts to which roof 
rafters and siding were nailed. 
Door 
was made of match boarding. 
The 
12 sash were hing ed tog ether in pairs 
at ridge of roof, making 6 on a side. 
They could then be lifted up at bottom 
for ventilation. 
W e solved the heat­ 


ing problem by using 8-inch tile under 
the benches, joining to an elbow and 
tee at end, then out to chimney . 
W e 
used old furnace burner in the first 
tile of each side, and by covering the 
tile with dirt and keeping it damp, 
w e raised very early plants.

failures. 
In this respect Dr. Mey lan thinks 
there Is a distinct relation between 
smoking and scholarship. 
Of the same set of students 47 per 
cent, of the smokers won places on 
varsity athletic teams, while only 37 
per cent, of (he non-smokers could get 
places. 
It was discovered that 56 per 
cent, of all the varsity athletes at. Co­ 
lumbia were 
smokers, 
as 
compared 
with 52 per cent, of all students. 
In conclusion Dr. Mey lan say s:

Two new methods of 
ex term inating mosquitoes, which hate 
been adopted w ith great success in 
Honolulu, have been recommended to 
the New York health department by 
Ernest Mott Smith, secretary of the 
territorial 
g overnment, who is ma­ 
king his tirst visit to New York in 
five y ears. 
One of the new methods 
of combating the mosquito is by the 
use of gas, while the other is the em­ 
ploy ment of mosquito fish. 
The g as method, according to Mr. 
Smith, was discovered by accident.

AND PERFUMERY 


Development of Special Utensils 
Have Resulted in Discovery of 
Methods for S ep aratin g 
Odors From Plants. 


Of the countless numbers of plants 
in the veg etable king dom, many pos­ 
sess peculiar aromatic odors. 
Before 
the art of distillation was known, the 
ancient 
peoples 
used 
odoriferous 
plants and spices in their dried forms 
for their ag reeable odors. 
Gradually , 
however, the developm ent of special 
utensils for other dom estic purposes 
may have resulted in the discovery of 
methods for the separation of odors 
from plants and plant products. 
The 
first mention in ancient Greek writ­ 
ing s of the separation of an odor from 
a crude substance is that of the oil 
of cedar, which was separated from 
the oleo-resin by means of the crud­ 
est form of apparatus. 
With the de­ 
velopm ent of the necessary apparatus, 
ex tensive perfumery industries have 
arisen 
In southw estern 
France 
a 
g eneral perfumery industry of great 
importance, based on the production 
of lavender, cassia, rose, violet, and 
other perfumery plants, has grown up. 
The attar of roses from Bulgaria and 
Turkey , the rose-g eranium oils from 
Algeria, Reunion and 
other 
French 
colonies, the lavender and other es­ 
sential oils from Eng land, and the cit­ 
rus oils from Italy , as well 
as 
the 
lemon-grass, citronells, ventiver, and 
other volatile oil and perfume produ­ 
cing products from India, 
may 
be 
mentioned 
as 
important 
industrial 
products. 
In the United States and 
in J apan the production of peppermint 
oil and its products constitutes an im­ 
portant Industry . 
At the present time the number of 
plants in the United States y ielding 
oils in a com mercial 
way 
is 
very 
small, but the 
number 
capable 
of 
y ielding oils of probable value is cor­ 
responding ly g reat. 
At present the 
cultivated plants are principally the 
mints, peppermint and spearmint, to­ 
g ether with small quantities of wrorm- 
wood, tansy and wormseed. 
The wild 
plants include sassafras, winterg reen, 
sw eet birch, Canada fleabane, blue- 
gum, wild berg amot, Horsemint and 
penny roy al. 
Oil of turpentine has been distilled 
commercially for more than a century 
and is produced on a very ex tensive 
scale. 
Unlike m ost volatile oils, the 
oil of turpentine is not distilled di­ 
rectly from the plant, but results as 
one of the products of the distillation 


of the oleoresin obtained from several 
varieties of pine trees. 
Information concerning plants y ield­ 
ing materials used in the manufacture 
of perfumery products, also concern­ 
ing the processes and apparatus re­ 
quired 
to 
utilize 
these 
oil-bearing 
plants, is g iven in Bulletin No. 19 5, 
of the Bureau of Plant Industry , U. S. 
Department of Ag riculture, recently 
issued. 


APPLES SENT 
TO ENGLAND 


Ex perimental Shipment of Fruit 
From State of Washington 
to Southampton Proves 
Satisfactory . 


An ex perimental shipm ent of apples 
to Southampton from the W enatchee 
section of the state of W ashing ton, 
made in 19 08, proved so successful 
both in a financial way , and g reater 
still In the more substantial lines of 
a g ood reputation, that in 
1909 
the 
sam e dealer made another shipment, 
this one amounting to 20,000 cases. 
The fruit was neatly packed and went 
on the market in first-class condition. 
It is a matter of financial record that 
this W enatchee fruit sold at the hig h­ 
est price above any American apple 
ever offered in the open Eng lish mar­ 
ket, and much of the shipment, which 
w as attended to by the shipper, was 
sold to the retail market at 8 to 12 
cents per pound, and eag erly taken 
at that price by the best trade. 
It is g ratify ing to note that tfce or­ 
ders now made will more than ex ­ 
haust a shipment of the sam e size 
during the crop y ear of 
19 10. 
Of 
course it should be stated that the 
quality of this W enatchee fruit was 
first-class, true to name in every case 
and no seconds put in to fill up, y et 
much 
depended on 
the method 
of 
packing , and in that it was found su­ 
perior in every way . 
Therein lies the

American 
fruit packer and shipper— good fruit, 
w ell packed.

EARLY VEGETABLES IN HOTBED 


In order to have early veg etables 
y ou must start them In a hotbed. This 
is not at all dilflcult 
to 
make. 
You 
can buy hotbed sash of any 
length 
and three 
feet 
wide. 
The best size 
Is 3x 6. 
Dig a pit two feet deep. 
It should 
be protected from the north and west 
winds by hillside, hedg e or trees. Make 
a frame of one and one-fourth inch 
boards to fit the pit. 
The upper side 
should be about six Inches higher than 
the lower so the water will run off the 
g lass freely . 
U se two by three inch 
stuff for t .ah supports 
across 
the 
frame. 
Place 
horse 
manure 
containing 
pienty of straw in the bottom of the 
pit, tramping down firmly in lay ers. 
Sog g y heavy manure will bake and 
prove unsatisfactory . 
W hen the bed 


is filled within six Inches of the top 
it should have a spring y feeling under 
foot. 
But a thermometer in the hotbed 
so the heat may be reg ulated. 
Seeds 
should not be planted until the* tem ­ 
perature is about 80 deg rees. 
When 
the bed is first made it will be much 
hotter than that. 
Put six Inches 
of 
good soil on top of the manure, and 
plant the seeds directly in that, but 
many prefer to sow the seed in shal­ 
low box es and then transfer the plants 
to the hotbed. 
The hotbed 6hould be made about 
two w eeks before time to sow seed. 
Raise the sash a little every morn­ 
ing for ventilation. 
This is 
essential 
but do not let the cold air blow di­ 
rectly on the plants. 
Be sure the saab 
la closed at night.

K in g James’ Complacent Estimate of 
Royal Dignity as Expressed 
in Speech. 


The state of monarchy is the su­ 
premest thing on earth; for kings are 
not only God’s lieutenants upon earth, 
and sit upon God’s throne, but even by 
God 
himself they are called gods. 
There be three principal similitudes 
that illustrate the state of monarchy. 
One taken out of the word of God and 
the other two taken out of the grounds 
of policy and philosophy. 
In the Scriptures kings are called 
gods and so their power is after a cer­ 
tain relation compared to the divine 
power. 
Kings are also compared to 
the fathers of families; for a king is 
truly perens patriae, the politic fa­ 
ther of his people. 
And lastly kings 
are compared to the head of this mi­ 
crocosm of the body of man. 
Kings are justly called gods, for 
th at they exercise a m anner of re­ 
semblance 
of divine 
power 
upon 
earth; for if you will consider the at­ 
tributes to God, you shall see how 
they agree in the person of a king. 
God hath powrer to create or destroy, 
make or unmake at his pleasure, to 
give life or send death, to judge all 
and to be judged nor accountable to 
none, to raise low things and to m ake 
high things low at his pleasure, and to 
God are both soul and body due. 
And the like power have kings; they 
m ake and unmake their subject, they 
have power of raising and casting 
down, of life and death, judges over 
all their subjects and in all causes 
and yet accountable to none but God 
only. 
They have power to exalt low 
things and abase high things, and 
make of their subjects like men at 
the chess—a pawn to take a bishop or 
a knight—and to cry up or dow'n any 
of their subjects, as they do their 
money. 
And to the king is due both 
the affection of the soul and the serv­ 
ice of the body of his subjects.—From 
a Speech of Jam es I. Before Parlia­ 
m ent in 1609.

fund to levy local tuition tax of not 
less than 40 cents on the $100 for a 
six month’s term of school and not 
less than 50 cents for seven month’s 
term. 
At present they are only re- 
iiired to levy a 25 cent tax for a six 
month's term and 40 cents for,seven 
months. 
“The present law is unfair to the 
taxpayers of tin* richer counties,” 
said Supt. Greathouse in explaining 
lim bill. 
“ Most of them levy a 40 or 
50 cent supplementary tuition tax in 
addition to tin* state levy of IJJ) 
mills.”

The bird men themselves will tell y ou that the passeng er-carrving 
proposition is fanciful. 
Of course one or two people can Is* carried, but 
remember th at it now takes a 50-horsepower eng ine to lift onlv a couple 
of men, and they must not be heavy weig hts. 


Unless something radically new in the way of a motor 
is devised 
n o sing le machine can ever carry at many passeng ers as an old-fashioned 
stage coach.

$1,900,000 of the saving s made In the

certain that at that time the lathe 
was dev eloped to a point where It was

shapes, bu t any thing more than this 
was bey ond its power u ntil the slide 
rest waa inv ented. 
Dev ices for clamp­ 
ing the cu tting tools in a fix ed posi­ 
tion were comparativ ely early , bu t 
the first appearance of the slide rest 
dates from 17 7 2. 
Complete drawings 
and details of an ex cellent slide rest 
were giv en in that y ear in a French 
ency clopedia. 
As early as 17 4 1 Hind 
ley , a York elock mak er, produ ced a 
screw-cu tting lathe with change gears. 
This of cou rse was a v ery small ma­ 
chine, and in fact the dock mak ers of 
that day stfemed to hav e a monopoly 
of mechanical ingenu ity . 
Attempts to 
produ ce machinery 
to replace 
the 
work of hu man hands were made 
early ; thu s, 
for ex ample, 
in 17 32 
Wy att endeav ored to mak e a machine 
for cu tting files, bu t was not su ccess­ 
fu l.
